More Money for Forest Reserves. 

Washington.—A communication from 
Land Commi.3sioner Hermann has been 
transmitted to Congress by Secretary 
Gage, recommending a supplemental esti¬ 
mate of $200,000 for the protection and 
administration of forest reserves for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1903. This is 
in addition to the regular estimate of 
$300,000. 

Commissioner Hermann makes a strong 
plea for the additional appropriation. 
He declares that the appropriation for 
the current fiscal year was insufficient, 
greatly crippling efficient work and leav¬ 
ing important work undone. On account 
of lack of funds the following great re- 
servc.s were left without rangers during 
the winter; Olympic and Mount Rainier, 
Washington; Cascade, Oregon, and Stan¬ 
islaus and Lake Tahoe, California, be¬ 
sides two in the Yellowstone country. 
Special work, such as forest surveys, re¬ 
quiring experience, had to he left to un¬ 
trained hands. 

It is announced that at least one- 
fourth more men are needed to survey 
timbers and open ways of communication, 
block out and survey reserves, etc. In 
some eases the timber surveyors cannot 
keep up with their work fast enough to 
provide timber for the needs of lumber 
and mining companies, and general busi¬ 
ness interests are impeded. 

Miner Terribly Burned. 

Kingman (A. T.)—J. R. Richard¬ 
son, a miner, was terribly injured 
Monday at his mine, twenty miles 
west of here, by the explosion of a box 
of giant caps while placing the cover 
on the box. His brother, N. M. Rich¬ 
ardson, who was standing close by, 
was also filled with pieces of caps. Al¬ 
though blinded and otherwise terribly 
injured, J. R. Richardson is still alive 
and was brought to town and will be 
sent to Los Angeles on the first train. 


WORLD’S NEWS IN 

SHORT PARAGRAPHS 

Happenings of Interest in Both 
Hemispheres Told in 
Brief Items. 

It has been announced that Prince 
Henry of Prussia, on his return from 
the United States, will be deputed to 
represent Emperor William at the cor¬ 
onation of King Edward. 

Tha Chamber of Mines of Johannes¬ 
burg has issued a report showing that 
the output of the mines for December 
wa.s 52,897 ounces of fine gold, against 
39,075 ounces for November. 

The Loudon Central News learns 
that, owing to grave doctrinal differ¬ 
ences, General Booth’s son-in-law and 
daughter, Mr. and Mrs. Booth Clib- 
born, and Percy Clibborn have re¬ 
signed from the Salvation Army and 
joined the church of John Alexander 
Dowie. 

The joint committee of the Senate and 
House appointed to make arrangements 
for a memorial meeting in honor of Pres¬ 
ident ^klcKinley, at which Secretary Hay 
will deliver an address, has decided that 
the proposed meeting should be held in 
the hall of the House of Representatives 
at noon, February 27th. 

Max Regis, the former Mayor of Al¬ 
giers, and anti-Semite leader, haa been 
arrested in Algiers on account of his 
failure to pay demands obtained 
against him in various libel suits. In 
default of payment Regis was sen¬ 
tenced to terms of imprisonment aggre¬ 
gating three years. 

George B. Ketcham, owner and driver 
of Crcsceus, announced rectntly that dur¬ 
ing last year he received more than $70,- 
000 in purses and money for exhibitions 
given in various parts of the country by 
Cresccus. Tho horse has been taken to 
the Ketehain farm, where he will re¬ 
main during the winter. 

It is reported that the ‘Venezuelan rev¬ 
olutionary steamship Libertador, for¬ 
merly the Ban High, which carried the 
Matos expedition to Venezuela, has sunk 
the Venezuelan gunboat Zumbador. The 
Libertador carries several modern rifles. 
Before she left Fort de France, Mar¬ 
tinique, armor plates were placed on her 
to protect her vital parts. 

They point out that no claim is made 
that Mrs. McKinley needs money, having 
all the property necessary to support her 
in comfort. The only ground.for the 
passage of the bill is the desire of ex¬ 
pressing the sympathy of the House with 
Mrs. McKinley, and these members say 
that if Congress appropriates the balance 
of the salary which Mr. McKinley would 
have received had he lived until March 4, 
1902, for Mrs. McKinley's benefit, a sum 
approximating $30,000, it will have ex¬ 
pressed its sympathy in substantial form. 

A special to the New York Sun from 
Washington says: There is a sentiment 
among members of the House that the 
hill pensioning Mrs. McKinley should not 
be passed, and while this sentiment has 
not gained sufficient ground to be taken 
as the sense of the House, it is strong 
enough to dehiy consideration of the bill. 
Motives of delicacy and respect for the 
late President prevent outspoken objec¬ 
tions being made, but a number of mem¬ 
bers wlio Mill probably vole for the bill 
if it comes before the House are of the 
opinion that its passage would be an un¬ 
desirable precedent. 

The statistician of the Department of 
Agriculture estimates the average yield 
per acre of wheat in tho United States in 
1901 at 14.8 bu.shels, as compared with 

12.3 bushels in 1900, 12.3 bushels in 1899, 

15.3 bushels in 1898 and 13.3 bushels, 
the mean of the averages of the last ten 
years. Tho newly seeded area of win¬ 
ter wheat is provisionally, estimated at 
32,000,000 acres—an increase of 5.6 per 
cent upon the area estimated to have be'en 
sown in the fall of 1900. The newly 
seeded area of winter rye is provisionally 
sstiraated at 1,250,000 acres—an increase 
of 2.9 per cent on the area estimated to 
have been sown in the fall of 1900. The 
department has no reports as to the con¬ 
dition of winter wheat later than De¬ 
cember Ist. At tliat date it was 86.7 per 
cent of the normal, as compared with 
97.1 in 1900, 97.1 in 1899 and 92.6 in 
1898. 

London papers announce that the cor¬ 
onation of King Edward will be marked 
by an international tournament in Lon¬ 
don, in which the world’s champions in 
boxing, wrestling, fencing and other 
branches of sport will compete. Jeffries, 
Fitzsimmons, Corbett, Sharkay and Mc¬ 
Coy are said to be likely to appear, in 
addition to amateur boxers from Yale 
and Harvard, who will meet representa¬ 
tives of O.xford and Cambridge. One of 
the largest halls in London has already 
been procured. The winner of the heavy¬ 
weight boxing contest is to receive, in 
addition to the stakes, a “coronation' 


belt,” valued at £1000, which will be the 
gift of the National Sporting Club. A 
tug-of-war between soldiers representing 
the British and American armies is said 
to have been arranged, while the strong 
men of those countries and France, Ger¬ 
many and Russia will also appear. The 
snvate will be pitted against the fist. 
Large prizes, it is announced, will be 
awarded to the winners. 

Now that William C. Whitney’s Derby 
candidate, Nasturtium, and his stable 
companion are safe at Newmarket and 
the English experts have had a chance to 
see them,Nasturtium has become aprime 
favorite for the Derby, sharing with 
Duke of Westminster the top price—6 
to 1 against. There is every reason to be¬ 
lieve that under anything like favorable 
training conditions the American entry 
will carry more money than any other 
starter in the Coronation Derby. The 
sporting papers devote columns to de¬ 
scribing Nasturtium, and the bookmak¬ 
ers are counting on a plethora of Amer¬ 
ican money. These latter are determined 
to make their transatlantic customers 
pay high for their patriotism. Seldom 
has a horse, with the exception of Flying 
Fox, the Duke of Westminster’s itlorse,^ 
which won the Derby in 1899, and which 
was known to outrank all competitors, 
started at Epsom with odds on, yet it is 
anticipated that this will be Nastur¬ 
tium’s penalty for fame. There is more 
or less speculation as to who will iride 
Nasturtium, and there is some talk that 
Whitney will send over a new jocke^ 

pllciFIC COAST ITEMS.

The Santa Fe is about to issue more 
bonds to pay for recent purchases of rfew 
equipment. 

While there is no definite assurance 
that Captain McIntyre and six members 
of the crew of the collier Bristol were 
drowned on Frida}' morning, January 3d, 
after the steamer had piled on the rocky 
shore of Green island, there remains hope 
that they have escaped death. It is'con¬ 
sidered possible that if Captain McIn¬ 
tyre succeeded in launching his boat and 
got away from the Bristol, he would 
have managed to keep the boat in awch 
trim as to live out the gale. Should such 
have been the case he may have been 
driven north by tha gale to Tonga's har¬ 
bor, which lies just to the east of (^pt 
Fox. 

A human sacrificial offering was pre¬ 
vented by the timely arrival of some Sis¬ 
ters of Charity upon the scene in Baker 
City, Or. Hy Wong, a paralytic Chinese, 
who has been a county charge, was re¬ 
turned to the care of his countrymen in 
Chinatown. While he was an inmate of 
the County Hospital his queue had been 
cut off. On this account the Chihese 
made preparations to offer him as a sac¬ 
rifice to their joss. Wong managed to 
get a message to tlie sisters at the hos¬ 
pital and they rescued him before his 
life, like his queue, was cut short. It is 
claimed that all preparations for Hy 
Wong’s execution had been completed 
when the sisters arrived at the joss- 
house. 

It is stated that Henry E. Hunting¬ 
ton’s new Pacific Electric Railway Com¬ 
pany owning electric lines in and about 
Los Angeles hag placed contracts ap¬ 
proximating in value more than $2,000,- 
000. Of this sum, the car equipment or¬ 
dered will require $400,000; the cost of 
track and overhead work, including steel 
rails, for whicli contracts have been let, 
will lie .$1,0.50,000, and the cost of the 
company's new shops now building will 
be $500,000. Cash for the total expen¬ 
ditures enumerated will lie paid within 
tlic next six months. In addition to the 
sums stated Huntington and his asso¬ 
ciates are constructing a $5,000,000 elec¬ 
tric power plant in Kern county, and 
Huntington recently has invested a sum 
approximating $1,000,000 in Los An¬ 
geles real estate. 

Governor Toole of Montana has un¬ 
earthed one of the most daring attempts 
to effect the release of a convict from the 
penitentiary that has ever come to light 
in that State. Some time ago the Gov¬ 
ernor received a letter from the then 
\ iec-President Roosevelt, saying that a 
letter had been returned to him from the 
Dead Letter Office purporting to have 
been written by him, asking for the par¬ 
don of Launcclot G. Livingston, a con¬ 
vict in the Montana penitentiary. Vice- 
President Roosevelt said the letter was 
a forgery. A few days ago the full ex¬ 
tent of the forgeries looking to the par¬ 
don of liivingston was revealed. A peti¬ 
tion was received from the prisoner ask¬ 
ing for executive clemency and stating 
that he was a member of a prominent 
New York family, Tliere were 102 names 
signed to the petition, among them be¬ 
ing those of August Belmont, Hugh 
Grant, Vice-President Roosevelt, Rev. C. 
11. Parkhurst, Thomas A. Edison, W. As- 
tor Chanler, Caspar Whitney, E. D. Mor¬ 
gan and Henry Stillman. Governor Toole 
wrotetoa number of the signcrs,and they, 
all replied that the signatures were for-! 
gerias. Livingston was convicted of ob¬ 
taining money on a forged check in April, ^ 


1900, and given five years in the peni¬ 
tentiary. 

Haunted by the ghost of the man lie 
murdered more than eight years ago, and 
tormented by the memory of the innocent 
man who, snatched from the arms of his 
bride, three years after the murder, is 
now serving a life sentence at the Walla 
Walla penitentiary, an unknown man 
blew off his head with a stick of giant 
powder last Saturday at Seattle. The 
detectives found a scrap of paper near 
the spot where the mangled remains liad 
lain in the brush. The following was 
written in a cramped hand on the paper: 
“I am tired of this life. The ghost of 
the man I killed and threw in a ivell on 
Whidby island, and for which Walter Ir¬ 
ving is serving time at the present - 

- - -• I done the (murder) 

for which Walter Irving is serving time. 
Good-by.” The murdered man referred 
to was H. Sanford, a farmer on Whidby 
island. His remains were found long 
after his death, in a well. Irving was 
convicted on circumstantial evidence a 
year or two after the crime. When ar¬ 
rested he was taken from a bride of 
three weeks. A son of the murdered man 
worked on the case for two years to get 
his conviction. Tlic authorities believe 
the note genuine. 

Had a Mania to Bum Something. 

Sacramento. —A youth named Earl 
Sherman was arrested Mondayjon sus¬ 
picion of having set fire to three build¬ 
ings during the present month. When 
he was taken to jail the young man 
made a complete confession that he 
had fired the buildings. He said that 
he was seized with a desire to bum 
something down. In each instance he 
aided the firemen in putting out the 
fires, and in two of the cases he turned 
in the fire alarms. Sherman is a son 
of the late Gteorge Sherman, at one 
time a well-known Pacific Coast circus 
manager. 

Million Dollars in Prune Dividends. 

San Jose.—The management of the 
California Cured Fruit Association an¬ 
nounces officially that an early divi¬ 
dend will be paid to the members. 
There are to be two dividends. The 
first will be to the members who deliv¬ 
ered fruit the past season. The next 
dividend will be on the old crop or 
carry-over fruit. This will not be un¬ 
til after the Ist of March. The total 
sum to be paid to the members is 
placed at $1,000,000. 

Child Killed by Poisoned Cake. 

Redondo.—The four-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Francis of this 
place is dead from the effects of eating 
poisoned cake intended for rats. The 
child found the cake, which had been 
dosed with strychnine, on the table, 
and ate heartily of it. He was soon 
after taken with convulsions and died 
in a few hours. 

The suit of Augusta Boswell against 
the North Pacific Coast Railway at 
Santa Rosa has been compromised. 
Miss Boswell was injured in a wreck 
on the railroad last August at Moscow 
Station, near Duncan’s Mills. At that 
time a light engine ran into the after¬ 
noon passenger, and it is claimed Miss 
Boswell sustained permanent injuties. 
Suit was brought for $26,000, and’ it is 
rumored the company paid $16,000 to 
the plaintiff in compromise. 

Mrs. Nation tried to enter a joint in 
Topeka, Kan., 'Wednesday, on a 
hatchet expedition, but was repulsed 
by the owners. She promised she 
would return at a time when they 
were not expecting her and make short 
work of their establishment. She was 
armed with her famous hatchet. Mrs. 
Nation is still under $2000 Ixmds to 
keep the peace, which would be for¬ 
feited if she went out on another 
smashing tour. 

The London Daily Mail says that the 
Cabinet council has determined that 
steps should be taken to prevent the 
ruin of the West Indies. “We under¬ 
stand this to mean, ’ ’ says the Daily 
Mail, “that the British delegates will 
be able to announce at the Brussels 
conference that unless sugar bounties 
are abolished Great Britain will pre¬ 
pare to impose a countervailing duty 
on bounty-producing sugar. ’ ’ 

The British steamer Manning, be¬ 
longing to the Hongkong, Canton and 
Macao Steam Coal Company, Limited, 
of Hongkong, was fired on by Chinese 
soldiers in the Tam Chau channel. 
West river, China. The chaplain of 
the British flagship Glory, feev. 
Charles E. L. Covm, M. A., who was 
on board, was severely wounded.

ANOTHER STORY 
OF SANTIAGO 

Told by a War Correspondent 
Who Was on the Cro¬ 
sier Brooklyn. 

HOW SCHLEY WAS IGNORED BY SAMPSON 

His Personal Request for the Surrender of the 
Colon liiMnswered.-'-Every Vessel Ex¬ 
cept the New York Cheered the 
Junior Commander. 


Chicago.—A book entitled “Schley 
and Santiago’’is about to be issued 
here. The author is George E. Gra¬ 
ham, a war correspondent who was on 
the Brooklyn during the fight with the 
Spanish fleet and thus in a position to 
tell the story of Santiago “without 
fear or favor.” The book is said to 
have the unqualified indorsement of 
Rear-Admiral Schley, who read and 
corrected the proof sheets. When 
President Roosevelt was (31ovemor of 
New York he was present when Gra¬ 
ham gave an account of the battle tO 
State officials and members of the Leg¬ 
islature and said: “I am sure you feel 
as pleased at having listened to Mr. 
Graham as I do, for I have listened to 
the best account I ha've ever heard or 
read of naval fighting during this 
war. ’ ’ 

This book is the first and only com¬ 
plete story of the work of the flying 
squadron, commanded by Schley. Gra¬ 
ham was assisted by his camera, which 
enabled him to add many interesting 
features to the situation, and the des¬ 
cription of the movements of the fleet 
and the battle is evidently sincere. It 
is free of virulent and personal attacks; 
the aim is to give a truthful statement 
of every occurrence. 

In connection with the arrival of the 
New York, Graham says; “The Com¬ 
modore reached over to me, took my 
glasses and looked searchingly to the 
east, saying slowly as he did so: 
‘There is the Texas and there is the 
Vixen, but I don’t see tite New York. ’ 
And as he kept the glasses up, in an 
instant he had evidently found her, 
for he remarked; ‘Yes, there she is. 
I can tell her by her smoke. ’ This 
was at 1:46 o’clock, and the Colon had 
gone ashore at 1:16, while Captain 
Cook had received the surrender at 
1:43. 

“At 2 o’clock, just as the New York 
got where we could read her in signal 
distance. Commodore Schley ordered 
the signal raised: ‘A glorious victory 
has been achieved. Details later. ’ 
This signal replaced the one which we 
had been flying for nearly three-quar¬ 
ters of an hour, ‘The enemy has sur¬ 
rendered, ’ and which the New York 
had not answered. Vainly the signal 
officers on the bridge watched the New 
York for even the courtesy of an an¬ 
swering pennant, showing that they 
understood our signal. None v^aa dis¬ 
played, and then it apparently dawned 
upon Commodore Schley’s mind that 
Sampson’s flag captain on the New 
York was probably intent upon ignor¬ 
ing him. 

‘ ‘Picking up the megaphone. Com¬ 
modore Schley did the one thing that 
day for which I have always criticised 
him; lowered his dignity sufficiently 
to plead with the commander of the 
fleet that he m ght have the surrender 
of the ship whose escape had been 
frustrated by the Brooklyn and Oregon, 
thus making complete the day’s vic¬ 
tory. 

“ ‘I request the honor of the surren¬ 
der of the Cristobal Colon’ he said in a 
cleqr distinct voice; and from the com¬ 
mander in chief’s flagship came wafted 
back the insolent answer ffom a cadet 
‘WhafC 

“ ‘I request the honor of the surren¬ 
der of the Colon’ again called the Com¬ 
modore and this time his voice trem¬ 
bled slightly. We watched the bridge 
of the New York closely, waited in¬ 
tently for an answer but none came. 
And that message as had all the others 
preceding it since the destruction of 
the Spanish fleet which had been ad¬ 
dressed by Schley to the New York, 
remained unanswered. 

“Somebody raised a broom at our 
masthead on one of the pennant hal¬ 
yards and the crew of the Oregon fol¬ 
lowed suit, and then gave three cheers 
for Commodore Schley. On the Texas 
the men all lined up on the forward 
deck, and^at the request of somebody 
aboard—I presume of Captain Philip 
himself-gave three cheers for Commo¬ 
dore Schley. The little Vixen eaTna 
around three’ or four times, her crew 
yelling themselves hoarse for ths 
Brooklyn, for Schley and for the vic¬ 
tory. But from the New York there 
came never a sound of joyfulness and 
never a cheer. ’ ’

Narrowly Escaped Dcttmcilon. 

Tacoma.—The British bark Caithnes- 
shire had a narrow escape from destruc¬ 
tion on the rocks of Southern Vancouver 
island last Monday night. She arrived 
off Cape Flattery Sunday after a tem¬ 
pestuous voyage from San Diego. Mon¬ 
day night she was blown by fearful gales 
into the breakers of Vancouver island. 

The bottom of the sea was rocky and 
the anchors failed to even momentarily 
avrest the progress of the vessel toward 
the rocks, only a short distance ahead. 
Three anchors were lost overboard. 
Chains and hawsers broke almost in¬ 
stantly, and 200 feet of cables and two 
wire hawsers were dropped. The vessel 
had drifted among thd- breakers, with 
only fifteen fathoms of water beneath 
her, when preparations were made for 
lowering the lifeboats. 

At this critical moment, when the en¬ 
tire crew was making ready to leave the 
vessel, the wind suddenly changed from 
southwest to due west. Instantly real¬ 
izing that the possibility of napvation 
again existed,Captain Fureneaux and his 
men righted their sails and were soon 
standing up the Straits of Fnca. All 
next day the Caithnesshire flew signals 
of distress, but was not picked up by a 
tug until Wednesday night. 

A wireless telegraph station on the 
top of Point Loma is the plan which 
has brought to San Diego W. H. 
Schmidt of the Wireless Telephone and 
Telegraph Company of Philadelphia. 
He is to make an investigation and re¬ 
port. He has already sent back word 
that Loma will be an ideal place for 
the location of such a station as the 
company proposes to have at font 
places on the Pacific Coast.

Propagating the Mistletoe. 

The stOTy of haw the mistletoe gets on 
tbe trees is a most interesting one. Cov¬ 
ering the mistletoe twigs are pearly 
white berries. These come In the win¬ 
ter season, when food is comparatively 
scarce, and hence some of our birds eat 
them freely. Now when a robin eats a 
cherry he swallows simply the meat 
and flips the stone away. The seed of 
the mistletoe the bird cannot flip. It is 
sticky and holds to his bill. His only 
resource is to wipe it off, and he does 
so, leaving it sticking to the branches 
of the tree on which he is sitting at the 
time. This seed sprouts after a time, 
and not finding earth—which indeed Its 
ancestral habit has u^de it cease want¬ 
ing—it sinks Its roots into the bark of 
the tree and hunts there for the pipes 
that carry the sap. Now tbe sap in the 
bark Is the very richest in the tree, far 
richer than that in the wood, and the 
mistletoe gets from its host the choicest 
of food. With a strange foresight it 
does not throw its leaves away, as do 
most parasites, but keeps them to use 
in winter, when the tree is leafless.— La¬ 
dies’ Home Journal.

A Ration for Sheep. 

M’here there is a fair supply of mixed 
clover and timothy hay on band, it is 
comparatively easy to carry a flock of 
sheep tbvough the winter at light ex¬ 
pense, provided they are in good shape 
when they are put Into winter quar¬ 
ters. With all the clover and timothy 
they desire a grain ration of a pound 
a day, made up of ttvo parts of wheat, 
one part bran and one part oats, with ] 
a handful of oil meal, will keep them 
in splendid shape, even the breeding 
ewes. Eiiougn roots should be obtain¬ 
ed to give them an occasional feeding 
of them. If the supply of hay Is short, 
corn stover may be substituted for 
roughage, but if this is done it may be 
necessary, with some sheep, to increase 
the grain ration slightly. 'The ration 
as given will be found very satisfac¬ 
tory by feeders whose crop of corn is 
limited, but who have a fair supply of 
hay and corn stover, and can buy the 
grains mentioned at a fairly low price.

I POINTERS ON MA NICURING. 

When the nails arc fragile, a little 
wax and alum rubbed upon them will 
strengthen them. If brittle, a little 
almond oil or cold cream will be found 
beneficial. 

To remove white spots from the nails 
use a mixture of refined pitch and a lit¬ 
tle myrrh upon them at night, wiping 
it off the next morning with olive oil. 

When about to manicure the hands, 
dip the fingers into warm, soapy wa¬ 
ter and hold them there for a minute 
or two In order to soften the nails and 
the scarfskin about them. 

The scarfskin should be gently push¬ 
ed back from the nails before they are 
polished. It should never unless abso¬ 
lutely necessary be cut with the scis¬ 
sors. 

Agnails, Improperly called hangnails, 
may be prevented by proper attention 
to the scarfskin which surrounds the 
nails. 

For manicuring only a pair of curved 
nail scissors, a nail file, an orange stick, 
a chamois polisher, a bottle of vaseline 
and a box of rose salve or nail powder 
are necessary.—Mary E. Walker, M. 
D., In Ladies’ Home Journal. 

Monamental Brasses. 

At the beginning of the thirteenth 
century it occurred to some one to 
preserve the likeness of his departed 
friend, as well as the symbols of his 
rank and station. So effigies were In¬ 
troduced upon the surface of the slabs 
and were carved flat, but ere fifty 
years had passed away the art of the 
sculptor produced magnificent monu¬ 
mental effigies. Knights and nobles 
lie clad in armor with their ladies by 
their sides, bishops and abbots bless 
the spectators with their uplifted right 
Ininds, judges lie in their official garb 
and merchants with the emblems of 
their trade. At their feet lie animals, 
usually having some heraldic connec¬ 
tion with the deceased or symbolical 
of his work—e. g., a dragon is trod¬ 
den down beneath the feet of a bishop, 
signifying the defeat of sin as the re¬ 
sult of his mlnlstiy. The heads of 
effigies usually rest on cushions, which 
are sometimes supported by two an- 
Bels.—Gentleman’s Magazine.

Saute this in a 
frying pan over a hot fire, adding four 
tablespoonfuls of olive oil, one table- 
spoonful of vinegar, half a cupful of 
boiling wpter, one teaspoonful of 
Worcestershire sauce, half a teaspoon¬ 
ful of salt, black and red pepper to 
taste and a dash of cloves and cinna¬ 
mon. When nearly done, add a small 
can of mushrooms, half a cupful of ei¬ 
ther bean sprouts or French green peas 
or string beans chopped fine or aspara¬ 
gus tips. The see-yu sauce which Is 
eaten with this delectable dish can be 
procured at any Chinese grocery.”

Tliis process for distinguishing oleo- 
inargariue is as follows: Use sweet 
skimmed milk, obtained by setting 
fresh milk in a cool place for from 
twelve to twenty-four hours, and re¬ 
moving the cream as fully as possible. 

Half fill the lialf-piut cup with this 
milk, or fill the smaller cup mentioned 
two-thirds, measuring accurately the 
gill of milk when possible; heat nearly 
to boiling, add a slightly rounded tea- 
spoonful of butter or butter substitute, 
stir with a’ wooden rod, and continue 
lieatiug until the milk boils up. 

Kemove the mTlk from the heat as 
soon as it has boiled up, and place in 
the pan, which has been prepared, con¬ 
taining pieces of ice with very little 
ice water, the ice to be in pieces the 
size of one to two hen’s eggs. 

Fragments of ice melt too rapidly. 
There should he enough of the ice to 
cover two-thirds of the bottom of the 
pan. 

As the ice melts the water will, of 
course, rise to a higher level. Stir the 
contents of the cup rather rapidly with 
a rotary aud a crosswise motion in turn 
continuously throughout the test, ex¬ 
cept during the moment of time requir¬ 
ed for the stirring of the Ice water 
in the pan. 

This stirring should be at Intervals 
of one minute, and Is accomplished by 
moving the cup about In a circle 
around the edges of the pan. 

If the sample Is oleomargarine, says 
the London Mall, by the time the stir¬ 
ring has been going on ten minutes 
sometimes in a very much shorter 
length of time, the fat will gather In 
a lump or soft mass, and will harden 
quickly. If It does not gather It is 
either genuine or “renovated” butter.

No Need for Doubting Wtaen There 
Are bimple Ways of Testing It. 

There are so many kinds of butler 
and butter substitutes on the ii^arket 
nowadays that the housekeeper is of¬ 
ten unable to ascertalu if she lias real¬ 
ly got the genuine article or not. Here 
are two tests that will enable anybody 
to discover whetlier spurious butter 
has been foisted on them. 

One of the best ways to learn just 
what sort of stuff is being spread upon 
the family bread is known as the "boil¬ 
ing test.” It was Invented by a detec 
live about ten years ago, and was, of 
course, used simply for the purpose of 
dlscovei'lng whether or not merchau- 
j dlse being sold as the genuine article 
was spurious. 'Tbls test consists mere¬ 
ly in boiling briskly a small portion of 
the sample and observing its behavior 
the while. 

Melt the sample to be tested in an 
old iron tablespoon, hastening the pro¬ 
cess by stirring with a small splinter of 
wood, as, for Instance, a match witli 
the phosphorus removed, or a tootli- 
plck. 

Then, increasing the heat, bring to 
as brisk a boll as possible, and after 
the boiling has begun, stir thoroughly 
the contents of the spoon—not neglect¬ 
ing the outer edges—two or three times 
at intervals during the boiling, always 
shortly before the boiling ceases. 

Genuine butter bolls usually with 
very little, If'any, noise, and produces 
k an abundance of “foam.” "Process” 
^butter and oleomargarine sputter as 
they boll, and produce practically no 
“foam.” The composition article may 
produce a little, but the amount Is so 
small that it can easily be distinguish¬ 
ed from the genuine article.
